EXHIBIT OF BOOKPLATES 

A collection of bookplates, zinc etchings, French prints, and wood blocks, 
will be on exhibit in the Bender Room of the Mills College Library beginning 
Sunday afternoon, September 28, at 2:30 o’clock. The name of Elbert Hubbard 
and those of the Duke of Sussex, the Earl of Munster, and the Earl of Kilmory 
mark a number of the interesting plates. The bookplate collection is a perma¬ 
nent acquisition of the Mills College Library, procured through the generosity 
of Albert M. Bender of San Francisco. 
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FOUNDERS’ DAY 

The week of October 5 to 12 has been set aside as Founders’ "Week including 
on the program Founders’ Day Assembly, one o’clock, Wednesday, October 8, 
the dedication of the Norman Bridge Health Center and Nell Ford Stone Clinic 
Friday, October 10, at four o’clock, and the Alumnae Council and Service 
School Friday, October 10, through Sunday, October 12. 

October 7 is the forty-fifth anniversary of the granting of a college charter 
to Mills College by the State of California. The institution, dedicated to the 
changing demands of a pioneer people, had developed under Dr. and Mrs. Cyrus 
T. Mills from an Academy founded in 1852 at Benicia by Mary Atkins to an 
institution of collegiate ambitions on the east shore of San Francisco Bay. As 
the public school system of California developed secondary education, the Trus¬ 
tees realized that their best service to women lay in higher education, and on 
October 7, 1885, obtained the Mills College Charter. 

DEDICATION OF NORMAN BRIDGE HEALTH CENTER 

The dedication of the Norman Bridge Health Center and the Nell Ford Stone 
Clinic will be an event of the Alumnae Council week-end. Dr. Adelaide Brown 
of San Francisco is chairman of the exercises which will take place on October 
10 at four o’clock in the patio of the Health Center. Included on the dedication 
committee is Miss Alice Harwood of Berkeley, member of the class of 1924, 
donors of the Nell Ford Stone Clinic in memory of the former college physician. 
The Health Center, a many-windowed, one-storied structure in the Spanish 
style, is the first of a group of new buildings which are part of the endowment 
program announced by the Trustee Endowment Committee of Mills College.
